RELIEF PROGRAM 

Mayor Talks to Boston 
Travelers' Aid Society 



Tlift work of the city of Boston dur- 
ing thre« period* of unemployment &s 
compared with the relief work in Eng- 
land and In other parts of the United 
States was discussed at lengtt yes- 
terday afternoon by Mayor James M. 
Curley In hU address, "Mfiblllzinj; to 
Meet Economic distress." at the an- 
nual meeling of the Travelers' Aid 
Society of Boston In the home of Miss 
Rose L, Dexter, 400 Beacon st. John 
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iLe Grandtii presided. 

"Present conditions In the Industrial 
and economic status of the country 
present a challenK* to every private 
aid society. When these societies are 
unable to functicji the burden of their 
relief ■work." the Majror aald, "falls 
upon the city and adds to the tre- 

Imendous rci'ef work Boston la 
financing. 
"The only solution to the relief d!s- 
tresa la the return of Industrial activi- 
ties. Boston Is opposed to the dole 
system, which hm cost England mil- 
lions, and In Its stead Is allowing 
those seeking: "Id to maintain tJieir 
self-respect by provldinR part-time 
employment, and encouraRlnK this 
group to flr.d employment In lines of 
work to -which they are •sperially 
fitted. 

"Boston pays njor» to the Individual 
III relief work than any • 't< in tha 
country, and our welfare otlicials are 
presented with the problem of the 
large families for which ?15 a week Is 
Insufliclfiit. Some years ago our re- 
jllef lists numbered only .T percent of 
I names of I'nritnn r -> k lu v that 
I lists about 20 percent. Here are peo- 
ple of education and culture, whose 
livelihood has slipped from them and 
who are, forced to aeek aid. 

Sees Washington Helping 

"I belinva that the Ii-K-slatirn en- 
acted during the past months at Wash- 
ington wl'l have an efffK-tive Influence 
on the indii.strlal and .onomlo condi- 
tions soi.n. I think ttial (;erman.\. re- 
pudintiii.? her debt, id more ;,ord than 
Imvm hecniise It i lade, our country 
reallre (hat It must look to It.i own 
resources." 

Mayor Curlry stated that he' ex- 
pected to have about JH.OOO.iXHi, tl'rough 
appropriation and the present drive, to 
take care of Boston's needy and un- 1 
employed. He advocated a shorter! 
workiiiK week, or shorter hours, so 
tliat nii.ro nv.ii might bo put <iu con- 
struction jobs. He cited the amount 
navcd th* Soltll' '■■'^' Kelief department 
through tho emplo'inent of veteran.^ 



in city work. He called work for tho 
unemployed and needy real service, 
and ( ailed on all to share in that serv- 
ice. ll«! gave statistics to show bow 
the hospKals and relief institutions are 
o\'crcrowded at the present time and 
made clear to his hearers the va-.t 
Amount of work the present distress 
|has put upon the city. The Major 
said ho' Is determined that the citv 
rhargps sUsll not suffer at any cos',, 
and enlists the cooperation of agencies 
and Individuals to this end. 

,Miss Warren's Report 

' Miss Marjory C. Warren, executive 
secretary of the Travelers' Aid Society. 
reported that the organization had as- 
sisted If). 678 people in 19ril, an average 
"f 53 a day, of whom 10T4 were children 
under 16 traveling alone and 676 men- 
tally and physically handicapped 
travelers. 

Miss Warren called attention to three 
Important factors in the year's work. 
One was the beginning of regular serv- 
ice at the bus terminals of the city 
during the Summer months of 1931. 
Some figs travelers by bus were helped 
'bv the workers of the society on duty 
at tho bus terminals during the Sum- 
mer mor;ths. 

Miss Warren emphasized that the 
mn.st important new feattire of the 
year's work 1» the service to stranded 
transients, Urie number of whom has 
Inereaaed because of present condi- 
tions. Because of Us years of experi- 
ence in helping travelers who are 
separated from their resources, she 
said, the Travelers' Aid Society ^-as 
well equipped to meet the needs o( 
these transients. The Intcr-city chain 
of service with Travelers' Aid Societies 
I in 138 ciUea made It possible to connect 
these non-residents with their re- 
I sources and to arrange for their return. 
In most instances relatives were able 
and wining to assist with return fare 
and to offer a home. In Its prompt and 
effective care of these transients the 
society saves the Boston agencies, put 
lie and private the burden of tuppor 
lof these people. 

]jSmigrant8 Now Being Aided 

The other interesting feni • '• of 'ne 
years work was service to ei, .grants 
in place of Immigrants. A number o( 
emigrants asked the help of Traveler.-!' 
Aid .'Society in getting in touch with 
relatives on the other side to eecure 
passage monev to return to their home 
In tho Old '^\orld until condltionf 
should Improve here. Moat of these 
were young people whom the rravel- 
ers' Aid Society had befriended and 
ns.-lsted at tho time of their arrival Ic 
tho countrv soma > 'ars previously. 

Rufu."! Wilson, assistant Ircaiurcr ol 
the society, reported that $30,114. 1't 
had been expended in 1931. About !n 
percent of this came from private sub- 
scription and the rest from funds anc 
rntcrtainmei.ts.

Ex-City Treasurer Gives $2000 Bonds 
In Industrial Trust Case

Ex-City Treas John .T. Ciirley, ap- 
peared in the equity motion session 
of the Suffolk Superior Court before 
Judge Franklin T. Bond this morning 
to make arrangements for bail. He 
pleaded not guilty yesterday to in- 
dictments arising out of the closing 
of the Industrial Bank and Trust 
\ Company of Boston and was allowed 
I to go on his own recognizance on 
the understanding that he would ap- 
pear this morning and furnish $2000 
bail. 

This morning Afr Curley furnished 
bail, which wat accepted. Asst Diar 
Atty John J. Murphy appeared, rep- 
rMentinr tb« Commoawealtli. and 
William Prendible was clerk of the 
session. 

Mr Curley turned up at 1:35 p m 
yesterday afternoon for arraignment, 
several hours after 14 others had 
pleaded not guilty to charges of vio- 
lating tile law in connection with the 
closed bank's practice in issuing first 
mortgages.

Curley Asks Fluids 

for New Schools 

Citing^ the conditions cxi,sti!ij; in Hostor; 
becau.«o of tho business depression, Mayoi 
Curley tod.'iy appeared before the legisla 
tlve Committee on Municipal Finan<:( 
and urged the enactment of iegislatior 
which would allow lh<; city to borrow 
money outside tho debt limit for thi 
construction of schools. He told thi 
committee of tho expenditures whicV 
must be mado by the city ;jk a result ol 
present conditions and said that tlierc 
were approximately .jS.oOO person.s re 
celvlng aid from tlie city in .some form 
entaiUng an expenditure which run; 
$4,')00 for every working hour in the,,vear. 

I'nder the school construction program 
of laiit year, the city, said the mayor 
was asked to shoulder a tlnanci.il burdenj 
of $3,500,000, a. hgure which representedi 
sixty cents on the t.-ix rate. Another 
larso expenditure which had to be cared 
for iva-s the construction svork on the 
'^Mty Hospital. In this latter connection 
the" mayor said tliat the expenditure \h 
well lustlfied, for in hl.s opinion when' 
the hospital unit is completed it will 
provide the city with hospital lacilitief^ 
the peer of any in the United States. 

The n>ayor touched upon the subject 
of the reduction in the valuations of real 
estate recently, wliiili will have a mate 
rial effect upon city finances. He n-.nj 
from lax bills sent out in 1!»1G and 19.11 
to show tlio manner in which city ex 
penses have soan. i. In conclusion, tin 
mayor declared that despite the liurdei 
under which the city has been operatlnj 
'ts financial condition is as sound as ari\ 
niurdcipality in the country.

MAYOR CURLEY BEFORE 
LEGIS LATIVE COM MIHEE 

Seeks Authority to Borrow Outside Debt Limit- 
School Building Program 



Speaking- before the Joint committee 
of the Li'gi.ilature nn municipal finance 
Mayor James M. Curley of Boaton t.his 
afternoon ssirt he had figured It out 
today and discovered that it costs the 
city of Boston $4.'3O0 every working 
hour of the ycHr to care tor the 53,000 
persons— movf. than the population of 
the city of CheLien— now out of em- 
ployment and dependent upon tho Pub- 
lic Wclfdre Department for sustfe- 
nance. 

Mayor Curley appeared to speak in 
favor of his two hills, Nos. 1020 and i 
102.'3— not yet printed— in which he aeeka 
authority to borrow funds outside tho 
debt limit for his school building pro- 
gram. 

He outlined the history of city fmanc- 
ing in recent years previous to and ! 
during the depression, and his plaa-s 
for 1932. He cited fi;?ures showing the 
increase in the expenditures of the 
Public Wellarc Department of the city. 
Costs had Increased froni about $4i)0,- 
000 in a ."JingU^ month to $950,000 for 
the month of December last. 

He point ed out ttiat !5ome 200 new 
applicants and reappllcations are re- 
ceived daily for aid. He told of the 
strict economies practiced by the city 
in its variou.s der'artment. He then ex- 
plained that while the costs of the Wel- 
fare Department were approximately 
52,000, O^X) in 1929 thev mounted to ap- 
proximately $7,000,000 in 1931. He esti- 
mated these will exceed the costs of 
1931 by about 51.000,000 in 1932. 

Ho pointed out that the Boston City 
Hospital is one of the finest hospital 
plants in tho world, where about 1000 j 
patients were ordinarily cared for, hut j 
that today there are 1100 fatlents there j 
and 10 percent of them ai-e there with ! 
.self-inflicted injuries, principally be- ' 
cause they are anxious to get admitted 
to obtain fod, lodging and other com- 
forts.

Mayor Curley said ho does not »g;r«« I 
-ivlth tho bankers w-hn favor R reduc* ' 
tion of public works find nubstantlal, 
reductions of wages because this Hi- 
certain to revert to the old starvation 
wage system of the days before th» 
war. Ho said tile one, only and great 
benefit from the World War was ths 
estahlislimcnt of high wages and high- 
er standards of living in the country. 

In the dnys before the war he said 
the children of tho workers were de- 
nied the privileges of higher education. 
Not more than l.'j percent of the chil- 
dren of tho workers in tho prewar 
days attended beyond tho grammar 
.whools, and but 8 percent of them at- • 
tended colleges. Since the war, he 
said, 70 percent of them attend high 
schools and 28 percent of them are at- 
tending the college.s as a direct out- 
come of tlie high wages pfiid the work- 
er-parents and the higher standards of 
livin pcstHbllshcd as a consequence of 
tho receipt of these higher wages. 

He said he does not propose reducing 
the u-ages of a single cily employe, 
'■'but I am insi.':iting on strict economj ' 
in the conduct of tho city's business 
even to the extent of asking the Mayol 
to pay his own personal telephone bill." 



.\s to J.ong Island 

He said the Long Island institution 
for 'he chronic .sick and aged is over- 
crowded today witli some 1100 patients, 
■where in the p.-ist there were no more 
than 600 or 700 there. Of these, he 
said, he saw there more than 300 
rugged men from a5 to 40 years of 
age, who said they were there for a 
home through the Winter because 
they were out of work and under- 
nourished and had no clothing or 
homes to go to. 

The jail at Deer Island, he said, is 
more popular than any hotel in the 
country, and there Is not a vacant 
cell In the institution and the guests 
are even sleeping in the corridors.

Mayor Curley s;iM the city of Bos- 
ton is better off fin:..icia!iy tlian almost 
any other city in the country, and that 
within a few days the bankers have 
told him they stand read.-, wMl and 
anxious to lend the city anything It 
wants in shcu-t-term loans. He said he 
hoped to born.w something- like $30,.

Mayor James I. Juiley has added the 
name of former CJovernor Eugene Noble 
Foss to his list of those who are in sym- 
pathy with his championaliip of the can- 
didacy of Governor F'riinkUii U. Iloose- 
vclt for tlie Demoorallc presldontinl nomi- 
nation. Tlie .Sage of Cohasset, veteran of 
many a political battle, one-timo Repub- 
lican and then Democratic chief executive 
of Mnssachusetts, made knoNvn his senti- 
ments during a call he made todaj' on tlie 
mayor at City ilall. He wished Mr. 
Curley well in his handling of the trouble- 
some budget problems and then con- 
gratulated him on his stand for Roose- 
i velt. 

I By this gesture of good will, the former 
i governor steps into the political picture 
In support of the mayor at the outset of 
I what may develop into a battle royal In 
j which the Curley forces would contend 
I against the Kly-Walsh-Donahue wing of 
I the party in its plans for an unpledged 
Bay State delegation to the national con- 
vention in Chicag'i, starting: Jinie 'JT. 

The mayor is undor.'^tood a«s not being 
prepared at this time to present a slate 
of delegates ple<iged to Roosevelt as op- 
posed to the suggested unpledged group 
of the opposing faction. However, the 
politicians are (iguring that, if and when 
he does offer such a slate, the name of 
Mr. Foss may be well up in the list. 

Obviously, a contest with the present 
mayor and a former povernor heading a 
delegates' ticket opposed to one led by 
the present Governor Kly and the pres- 
ent United States .Senator David I. 
Walsh, to be settled by the electorate in 
the presidential primaries on April 26, 
would be an interesting prelude to tho 
primaries in September when, it is ex- 
pected, Mayor Curlev will oppose Gov- 
ernor Ely for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. 

While politici.ans are more or less In 
general agreement th.it the mayor fully 
intends to oppose Go-' ernor Ely for rc- 
nominafion — and the signs point to the 
entrance of the governor Into the tieM 
for another term — th"re has been some 
question whether he w-ould definitely 
show his hand until after the piesent 
session of the Legislature. It is reasoned 
in this connection that the mayor is too 
politically astute to iirovoko any jiossi- 
ble untimely i3eacon Hill opposition to 
the leglKlation he seeks as necessary to 
the success of his own present oity ad- 
iiiinlstration. 

The politicians further reason that 
there would be considerable risk at- 
tached to any contest the mayor might 
wage against an ICly-Walsh combination 
in a fight for delegates, having in mind 
especially Senator Walsh's proved vote- 
getting ability. They contend that the 
mayor might hesitate to face a. test, with 
possible defeat, in the delegate situation 



as affecling his vote-getting prestige in 
a subsequent primary battle with the 
governor. 

Pledged to Roosevelt, however, not only 
as a Massachusetts leader of the .Vew 
York governor's candidacy hut also as an 
active worker in communications to 
Demoi-ratic leaders all over the country, 
the mayor appears to V>e in the i)osition 
of being forced to fight through for his 
candidate here at all odds, at the same 
time measuring liis activities as Itearing 
on his guliernatorlal ambitions. 

Tiia Curley supporters, including some 
of the veterans of past battles, say that 
a fight to control the Bay State conven- 
tion group Is the only thing that the 
inavor can do and they hold that, mani- 
festly, by winning, he would be the 
biggest Democrat in the State with his 
own future politically very dettnitely 
established. Election of Roosevelt, of 
course, would add to liis laurels.

•■Traffic," contains the followhig 
paragraph: "Under the law the 
traffic rules arc drawn up by the 
Boston traffic commissiou and the 
police enforced them. In the P^ist 
year the police have been obliged 
to exercise great patience, forbear- 
ance and tact in attempting to en- 
force the regulations, some of which 
have been held by the courts to be 
Improirerb' drawn." 

That statement doe.s not accord 
•with the facts. No court in Massa- 
chusetts has ever held any regula- 
tion to be improperly drawn. The 
attention of the Governor is invited 
to the statement as It applies to 
the ix>lice commissioner and hopes 
it will be corrected. 

The police commi.ssioner reserved 
his right in the matter of tire an- 
nual report and will later have 
.something to say on the foregoing. 
Commi.ssioner Hultman, in discussing 
the meethrg. the rei)ort and the addi- 
tional paragraijhs as above, called at- 
tention to the omission of the continu- 
ation of the reference in his report as 
to traffic. The reference, he said, con- 
tinued as follows: 

A situation ha.s arisen v.-hleh Is 
far from .Siitisfactory. The police 
arc, however, responsible for the 
safety of the public on the high- 
va.ys. Therefore, it l.s only reason- 
abl" that adequate authority should

The statement Quoted above (re- 
ferring to the statement of the 
chairman at tire meeting) is a.s in- 
accurate as the .statement quoted 
from the police commissioner's re- 
port. I will make a minority re- 
port. The question as to the courts 
and the regulations Improjierly 
drawn will be dealt with, as well as 
other features. 

The annual reiiort of the traffic com- 
mission was submitted and discussed 
la.st week. Ob,iections arose over a. num- 
'lier of statements as In the police dc- 
nartment and they were stnckcn out 
to a great extent, but not enough to 
meet the approva) of Commissioner 
Hultman.

City Councillor John F. Dowd's charges that the contractoi 
who removes the ashes and garbage from the Hyde Park distric 
bas slashed tho wages of his employes in violation of his contraci 
with the city is too serious to be ignored or contemptuouslj 
brushed aside. 

Mr. Dowd says the contract guarantees to the workmen i 
wage of 62V2 cents an hour. 

He produced an affadavit of one employe who works elevei 
hours a day, boards with the contractor and receives but $2! 
jin cash at the end of the month. 

If this is true, the workman is compelled to pay for hi 
board and room at the rate of $35 a week and he is left a paltr; 
$6 a week for his other expenses an^l for the support of an; 
persons who may be dependent upon him. 

In the first place, a contract with the city, which is the peo 
pie, must be held to be more than a mere scrap of paper. 



In the second place, jobs arc scarce. Labor is a surplus 
Under these conditions, it is easy to hammer workmen into sub 
mission and to require them to accept ..nything available, n 
matter how onerous it may be. 

Whatever private employers may do, it is the duty of th' 
city to prevent its humble workmen from being squeezed on cit: 
contracts in times like these.

ADOPTS ANNUA L REPORT 

Hultman and Conroy at Odds Over It and ¥muv 
Will File Minority Views 
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The annual report nf th*' Boston 
Tiaffic; Commission, which has been 
■he. suhject of much discussion, was 
-.r.lopted today, according to a state- 
ment made after the meeting of the; 
commission hp Chairman Joseph A. 
Conry. 

The report contained certain stat:;- 
ments relative to the Police Depart- 
ment and it was stated last week thJt 
the associate mcmoers of the commis- 
sion refused to sign the report because 
of the statements. Conimlasinner Hul'.- 
man dissents and will file a minority 
report. 

Mr Conry says that the members 
<^C[Optcd the report, which containe'J 
the followinR: '-The annual report of 
the Police Commi.ssloner of the city of 
Boston to His Excellencv. the Gov- 
ernor, dated .Tan 1, 19,32, under the 
heading 'Tr.-idic' contained the follow- 
mg: pa'agraph:

The commissioner also pointed out jjgi 
that the .shortage of men made it nec- 
es.sary for the patrolmen to do addi- 
tional work and he further said that 
the department cannot be run on a 
time-clocli basi.s.

The commissioner, in conclusion, 
states that ne regrets that he cannot 
a.cept the method and action outlined 
m the letter of the Mayor as being 
the proper w.'iy to redu(je pay of mem- 
bers of the police foice. The Hultman 
letter follows: 

"Your letter of .Tan 22 in regard to 
the necessity for the 'most rigid char- 
acter of economy and the deslrobility 
of maintaining present ^s^^e. scales, 
states tliat you h.av-- inrtructed the 
Budget (^om.missloner not to include 
the so-called step-rate increase in the 
pay of patrolmen of the Police Depart- 
ment in the budget of 1932. 

"Youi' pj'oposal. as I understand it, 
is to abrogate the a;Treement in re- 
gard to the estahlishmeni of the rates 
of pay of members of th" police force 
in a manner other than that provided 
hy law, and to make a. discriminatory 
reduction totaling about .S22.417 for the 
year 1932 in the pay of ceitain patrol- 
men of this department. j 

"As .v.'>u kno\v, f am not only heart- 
ily in .sympathy with strict economy, 
but hf.ve pra<:tised sound economy in:' 
the conduct of the Police Department. 
No increases were granted in 1931 to 
civilian employes, numbering about 
170, of the Police Department, although 
many deserving cases existed. Tills 
policy was adopted to cooperate with 
the plan you announced for city em- 
ployes, except those whose salaries 
were regulated liy a definitely estab- 
lished agreement, , 
"While no change was made in 1931 | 
In the established rate.s of pay of the] 
police force, 1 was able to save the.l 
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"Thi.s figure of $22,417 is about one- 
half of 1 percent of the total amount 
which will be spent for salaries In 
1932. Further, this sum of mf,ncy is 
to be taken from tha,t group of pa- 
trolmen who have not attained the 
maximum pay of $2100. Therefore, it 
affects only one gi-oup, by and large, 
^vho can least aiford to tiave their 
wages cut, and v,'ho are called upon to 
perform the same du.ties as patrolmen 
icc:eiving the maximum pay. 

"While 1 am not arguing the ade- 
quacy of the pay of patrolmen in the 
Boston Police Depariment, 11 m'lst be 
borne in mind that the niaxirauni r^y 
in Boston is less than the minimum 
pay in New York and Icis than in 
many other cities of comparaldc size, 
yet the duties of patriilmen in Boston 
are as a.rduou.s anrl complicated as in 
any other city. 



First Line of Defense 

"The Police Department is the first 
line of defense against the activities 
of criminals of all classes. It must 
suppress crime, preserve peace, and 
enforce law and order. Having in mind 
the obligation imposed on me by law 
to organize acid maintain an efficient 
Police Department, I intend to con- 
tinue my practice of strict financial 
economy in the expenditure of public 
mcuey necessary in the performance 
'of this duty. 

"Jf the morale and efficiency of the 
department can be kept up to its jiies- 
cnt high standard, there will pronablyj 
be no necessity of filling the vacancie.*/ 
Ml the grade of i)atrolman now exist- 
ing. At the present time there art 69 
\'acancies in the grade of patrolman. 
\'ot filling these vacancies in 1933 
would result in a .saving of i.bout 
$120,000. 

"The procedure which has been fol- 
lowed in the Police Department, with 
i-uhsfantial money savings, is .a safe, 
proper and prudent practice of Gov- 
ernmental economy, which the pub- 
lic has a right to expect in these try- 
ing times, and it also carries out your 
expressed desire not to make avy re- 
ductions in the salaries of employes 
of the city. 

Finn Definitely jlstabllshed 

'■Whatever the merit,s of your sug- 
gestion in regard to the reduction of! 
pay of 494 members of the Police De- 
partment during 1932, 1 believe if I ac- 
cepted the method proposed in your 
letter, tliat I would be a, party to re- 
ducing the pay of certain patrclmen 
in the department by .subterfuge. The 
procedure by which these .salarie.s may 
be reduced is clearly set forth in 
Chapter 291 of the Act.s of 1906. Under 
that law and the practice which has 
been followed since its passage, the 
method of increasing or diminishing 
the pay of patrolmen is definitely es- 
tablished, and was followed in ostab- ^ 
lishing the present rates of pay. 

"1 regret that I cannot accept the 
method and acti<m outlined in your 
letter as being the proper way to re- 
duce pay of members of the police 
force."

Committee Praises Policy 
of Mayor Curley 



A "policy of "the moat drastic econ- 
omy" In order that the heavy burden 
of taxation may not continue to bo 
I "one of the most serious ohstac-le* to 
1 the return of prosperity," was favored 
' by tha Joint committee on mimii-lpal 
ananco of the Chamber of Comnic rce 
and the Real Estate Exchange iQ a 
statement issued last, night. 
I The Btateraent says: 
I "The expressed intention of the city 
administration to reduce the 1932 
budget below 1931 figures and to Ifeep 
i 1932 expenditures down to minimum 
rcqulremfnts deserves the support of 
the citizens and tti.xpapera of lioston. 
It is natural to t-xpcct that opinions 
will dilfcr as to the application of a 
retrenchment policy to speclQc Items 
of expeniic. It must be recognized, 
however, that the present financial 
situation requires that the lUtj of 
Boston, alor.g with the other cities of 
the Comrnonuealth, adopt a policy of 
the most drastic economy so far as is 
consistent with proper municipal 
service. 

"There la no question that com- 
munity Income has suffered a severe 
shrinliage. An increase in the burden 
of local taxation would be indefensible. \ 
Income from tax'.s collected by the \ 
.State, like the income tax, the corpora- 
tion tax, and the Ijank tax, will cer- ; 
talnly decline durin<; the coming year, i 
Unless the burden of local eponditures 
Is reduced local taxes must increase 
Even to sustain the burden Is a form ; 
of Increase when the decline in cost of 
living is considered. 

"To avoid such an Increase every 
nonessential expenditure should be 
postponed or abandoned and the essen- 
tial mnnhlpal sei vices should be per- 
formed with the utmost economy. 

"■VVo believe that every tliinking 
citizen will support the Mayor to the 
extent that he rdopts a firm policy 
of rctronchmcnt, and to the degree 
that \\n resists all political pressure 
to malie unnecessaiy expenditures."

Hultman Says He Cannot

Expected to Add Stepups to

The refusal of Police Commissiolier 
Eugene C. Hultman to agree to the 
action of Mayor Cmdey in stopping the 
annual $100 increase tor junior patrol- 
rren receiving less than the maximun'. 
salary this year, as outlined j esterday 
in a letter to the city's chief execu- 
tive, is expected to result in court 
action to protect the righs of the po- 
I'cemen. 

For the present the issue is squarely 
before Mayor Curley, but in view of 
his recent pronouncement on budget 
•conomies, it is believed tnat on nis 
Instructions Budget Commissioner 
Charles J. Fox will keep the ?100 in- 
crease out of the budget and the next 
step will be left to the police head. 

A week ago Mayor Curley instructed 
■Mr Fox not to include the increase in 
the budget and the stand of the police 
commissioner is not expected to change 
tiie attitude of the Mayor. 

Mayor Curley was in Albany yester- 
day conferring with Gov Franklin D. 
Koosevelt of New York, butt is expected 
to be back at his office at City Hall 
today, when he may make a state- 
ment on the matter. 

Next Payroll Will Start It 

The matter is certain to come to a 
head whan the next payroll is sent to 
City Hall by Commissioner Hultman. 
It has been indicated that ho will in- 
clude the $100 increases and if City 
Treasurer Edmund Dolan refuses to 
lay, the police, through their counsel, 
Leo Schwar' •, are expected to seek a 
■writ of mandamus to compel the city 
treasurer to pay the money and the 
entire situation will come before the 
State Suprcm Court.

TRAFFIC COMMISSION "'*" 

It i.s no reflection on its individual nienibers 
to say that the city's traffic coninii."=.sion ha.s 
proved a disappointment. It was organized in 
1929 with liigh hopes. Perhaps it was given 
an inipo.s.sible task, for, whatexer rules and 
arrangements are made to handle street trat- 
lic, ,soniebody is bound to be displea.sed. But 
the commission '.s progiess in the actual im- 
provement of traffic conditions has not been 
so effective as many believe it should have 
been. 

For years traffic rules W'ere written by the 
street commissioners. The actual work ol 
erecting signs, painting streets, etc., was per- 
formed by the public works department. Often 
the park department was concerned If a traffic 
artery like Commonwealth avenue or the 
Jamaicavay was affected. Finally, the police 
department enTorced the rules which the street 
commLssioners pronuilgated. 'With .■=<) many 
fingers in the pie. confusion was continuous. 
Thus a board on which ti;"^ heads of the four 
depart mcnt.s would .•'it, presided over by a fifth 
man who would, as traffic coinraissioner, cor- 
relate their work and have direction of all 
enterprises directly affecting vehicular traffic, 
seemed advisable. 

But soon after Mr. Coniy became traflic 
coniiiii.ssioner under Mayor Curley, it became 
all too evident that the board was irreparably 
split between Mr. Conry and his confreres, 'who 
as a majority make the regulations, oii one 
side, and Mr. Hultman. the police commis- 
sioner, whose duty it is to enforce them, on the 
other. The fact, incidentally, that four mem- 
bers are responsible to the mayor and the fifth. 
the police commi.ssioncr. owes allegiance to the 
Governor, has not helped matters. 

Now the police commissioner, rather bravely 
welcoming a job that causes more discu.sslon 
and evokes more criticism than pcrhnjjs any 
other civic enterprise, has offered to take*fun 
charge of traffic regulation in the city. 'He 
would assume resixmsibility for the making of 
parking and other rules as well as for their 
enforcement. Mayor Curley, possibly to Mr. 
Hultman's surprise, has approved the proposal. 
Operation of the traffic commis.sion cost 
the city last year $213,000, of which $148,000 
went to pay salaries and wages for its sixty-odd 
employes. This was exclusive of the cost ol 
the moi'e important traffic signal systems, 
which came to many thousands more. Mr. 
Hultman says that he could save the city fully 
"75.000 by incorporating the commission's won? 
within the police department, and Mr. Curley 
replies that he favors any consolidation 'which 
will effect such a saving. Mr. Conry. relieved 
of his present title, would become chairman of 
the board of street commissioners, a position 
that is vacant. 

On the .score of economy, the scheme ap- 
pear.b unassailable. The traffic and police de- 
partments have been duplicating much work, 
particularly that regarding street signals. 
Wliether it would facilitate the haiidling of 
traffic in Boston is a matter of conjecture. It 
would at lea.-t place the responsibility for It 
squarely on the police commissioner. Thfi con- 
tinual petty argmncnts and buck-passing that 
ha\'e disgusted many citizens during the past 
two years might cease. A bill to efXect the

Of e 900 photographs which have 
alrea-'^y been received, 42 were ob- 
tainec in Ireland, live in Russia, 12 in 
: Greece and two in Turkey. 

Four sons of a former Charlestovp*; | 
family enlisted in the Canadian forces 
and nil were killed in action. To dH*,e 
no photograph of any has been found. 
They were Frederick Randcll who was 
killed at Gallipoli, Harold and Leroy 
Randall who fell at Ypres and Thomas 
Randell at the Somme.

task of revaluing the entire city should 
be transferred from the a.'-scs.-iors to out- 
side experts.

In the report of its activities of 
tire past vcar the commission noted 
27 communications to Mayor Curley, one 
lo the department of school buildings, 
one to the city council and one to the 
commissioners of sclvinl buildings. 

Satisfaction is e::prejsed with the 
benefits of the policy of secret co- 
operation between the commission and 
the mayor and departmental officials 
but there is significance in the fact 
that in three major achievements of 
benefit to the taxpayers, .substitution 
of publicity for secrecy was regarded as 
advisable, the report says. 

The bencfitr, of the school survey, of 
the probe of the wcUare department 
and the improvement in the adminis- 
tration of the department of school 
buildings are stressed as of major im- 
portance. In each ca.se the commission 
re.soi-ted to publicity wOille in tlie In- 
vestigation of the supply department, 
•which, it is a,'-serted, will result in a!

Lasting good is declared to have come 
from the school survey and a.s.surance.<i 
are reported from .school officials of 
their determination to eliminate un- 
necessary or unwise expenditures with- 
out diminishing the stand of educa- 
tional efficiency. This is described as 
the aim of the commission. 

A revision of school building pro- 
gi-anvs Is placed to the credit of the 
commission whose principal accomplish- 
ment, it says, has been the placing of 
an effective check on the mounting 
cost of the Boston schools. 

Some improvement in the adminis- 
tration of the welfare department has 
loUowed the investigation of its man- 
agement, while the commission retains 
the belief tliat the number of unde- 
serving jiersons among those receiving , 
aid Is not lai-ge, clernal watchfulness is 
advised as a neces^ai'y safeguard against 
the unscrupulous. 

"Investigation methods In the depart- 
ment arc Improving," the commission 
reports, "comprehensive accounting' Is 
becoming recognized as a necessity and 
generosity has been kept within reason- 
able bounds," Centralization ot admin-

Ask Favorable Action on Ely's Plan 
For Emergency Finance Commission ; 



Failure of ihp LeRislatiire <o nrrppt 
Gov Ely's proposal that the State 
frviHi-antee bonds of municipalities in 
anticipation of taxes will pioduce n 
crisis, in the opinion of Mayor GeorKe 
Li. Bates of Salem, who appeared nt a 
hearing todny before the Legisiative 
Committee on Mun.cipal Finance on 
the Governor's recommendation for 
lefiislation to create an emergency 
finance commission to assist cities and 
towns. 

Continiiing, he said that cities at the 
present time are unable to borrow in 
anticipation of taxes. Banks, he said, 
wanted their funds kept liquid and the 
market for municipal securities has 
been nearly wiped out. 

According to Mayor Bates, <'ities 
wliicli have been under criticism in 
the management of their finances find 
it difficult to get money from banks 
and as do also those which have been 
well financed. 

Mayor Bates said that Massachusetts 
cities are not now nearly on the verge 
of bankruptcy, as is the impression in 
the public mind in, many places. He 
admitted, however, that some cities 

I and towns need to be thoroughly re- 

I organized. 

He was asked what he thought of 
the proposal of municipalities selling 
their tempornr.v notes in anticipation 
of taxes over the counter as has re- 
cently been done in Portland, Me. This 
led to a discussion of the effect that 
counter selling of municipal bonds 
would have on savings banks of the 
State from which large sums of money 
woiild necessarily be withdrawn. 

Mayor Charles S. <\shley of New 
Bedford stressed the Idea that munici- 
palities had not been wasteful to the 
extent that they have been pictured. 
He piesented financial statements to 
show that New Bedford had effected 
all possible financial economies and yet 
the city, he .said, cannot go out in 
market and borrow money. He did 
not believe that the banks were taking 
advantage of the present situation. 
Discussing the affairs of his own city, 
Ashley said he could get $8,000,000 to- 
morrow on the city's water system, 
which is New Bedford's one grc.nt 
asset. 

Fear Unn In New York 

Mayor Andrew H. Ca.,assa of Revere 
said "ho did not think that present 
troubles were brought about by munic- 
ipal extravaga'.ice, but were rather due 
to external causes, which have played 
a general part in the depression. }lc 
heartily favored 'he bill, as did Ex- 
Mayor John J. W^.alen of Chelsea. 

■Whalen described financial troubles 
in Chelsea, telling of unpaid warraiits 
and salaries. He said that there were

This is, in substance, belnjj 
done in many communities today, but 
it .should be recognized by law apd ita 
practice encouraged by local appeals in 
exery community.

"Ijegislation might be passed giving 
municipal tax notes a special lien oil 
income taxes, corporation taxes and 
other revenues collected by the Com« 
monwealth and otherwise distributed 
direct to the cities and towns. 

"Rather than have an unllmltedl

"State funds should not be made 
available to any citj- which is not wU{« 
iiig to permit State supervision of Itt 
finances. Fall River was last yeax 
saved from bankruptcy by legislation 
which amounted to putting the citl 
into receivership. The plan has beej 
successful. It has brought ah"'it ecom 
omies which can be matchea by n^ 
other municipality in the State. 

"Personally. I believe that the citleft 
and towns of Massachusetts, onc^' 
thoroughly aroused by the need o^ 
economy and retrenchment in muiticU 
pal expenditures, will be able . td 
finance their local necessities, and tha4 
we will not have to resort t' the use^ 
of State credit, a precedent which w* 
could never escape in the f-iture.

It 
Is pointed out that Boston in 1931 col- 
lected SI percent o£ its tax levy, and 
though 1931 showed a cash deficit in 
general revenue estimates of approxi- 
mately 153,000,000, the city cleaned up 
all Its tax anticipation notes on the 
day due, and by careful use of its 
other resources, "the slate wus clean 
at the end of the year." 

"A leading national research 
agency," according to the Finance 
Commission rei>ort, ".showed in a com- 
parison of all the large cities of tlie 
country that the Boston net per capita 
debt, exclusive of self-sustaining debt, 
was the second lowest in the 14 largest 
citie^ and that it was approximately 
33 percent less than most of these.

'y reported that in an examination of 
1-.;00 cases taken at random from t'e tl'es, 
not a single Inst.-mce of graft, favoritism 
extravagance or dishonesty could be 
found. Mr. Snyder w.is siitlsi!"d that the 
work was being effectively handled and 
lejolced to learn that whereas it is not 
uncommon for private charitable agen- 
cies to operate under an overhead of 50 
]',.--r cent or more, the Public Welfare De- 
liartment was being operated with an 
overhead of approximately 3 per cent. 
Moreover, the Chamber of Commerce 
committee had no doubt of the correct- 
ness of the remark often made by Wil- 
'iam H. Taylor, member of the -rt-elfare 
board and eliairman of the unemployment 
fund committee, that "it is easy for the 
needy to obtain relief hut hard for those 
not entitled." The appeal for private 
funds is based on the humanitarian de- 
sire that not a single citizen of the city 
shall suffer for the lank of food, cloth'n'-r 
and shelter. At present there are 8500 
heads ot families, representing an esH- 
mated total of 40,000 persons, depemdlnK 
upon unemploynjent ai«|.,i|ii4l aj^ ^:««!|pl(*!

The Mayor and the Police Commissioner 

'"FHE fact that I\Iayor Curley and Police Commissioner Hultnian 
disajrree about giving certain membei's of the police depart- 
ment raises usual under the law means merely that each sees 
the question from a different point of view. 

The amount involved is ,?22,417 for the year. 
Both the mayor and the commissioner are interested in 
economy. The commissioner granted no increase to any of the 
170 civilian employes during 1931. The department turned back 
to the city treasury $142,000, an unexpended balance of the bud-- 
get. This saving was accomplished in part by not tilling va- 
cancies in the rank of patrolman. The money the mayor would 
v.ithhold is due men who have not yet been given the maximum 
pay of $2100. The commissioner pomts out that his men have> 
given generously of their own time and money to the public 
welfare. In addition, the commissioner says that the raises 
are required by law. 

The mayor calls attention to the fact that to give the police 
raises would mean that other departments would have to be 
cared for and that this v.'ould run the added cost up to a big 
sum. Ho adds that ho lias resisted pressure from taxpayers to 
reduce city wages ten per cent. 

Each of these men speaks truth, but each is impressed by 
different merits of the <|tieslion. Neither is .selfish in his stand. 
As ordookera, our hearts are with the police, Init our heads | 
are with the mayor. It may seem unjust to deprive men of 
raises to which they are legally entitled, but, at worst, they are j 
better off than m^ny a person whose pay has l)een cut or who 
is out of , a, job entirely. At least the police have assured em- 
ployment and many benefits which other men envy them. We 
suggest a compromise; that when conditions improve, these men 
je compensated for what they may lose now.

As no de.mand for mayoral 
action was made from any source, no 
significance was attached to the ab- 
sence of the papers.

missing papers, and a search of poUca 
records resulted In the preparation of 
duplicates which reached the mayor 
yesterday.

Speaking directly fo Senator Samuel 
H. Wragg, chairman of the Legisla- 
tive Joint Committee oa Municipal 
Finance, one of .he speakers last night 
at the Women's Republican Club, ex- 
Btate Treas James Jackson, present 
head of the State Finance Commission 
at Fail River, advised the Senator to 
let Mayor Curley boost the tax rate 
of Boston rather than float another 
bond issue.

Cuts in budget, 
I find, frequently increase efficiency." 

f'Criine to Add New Debts" 

In his remarks addressed to Senator 
Wragg, who was sitting in the front 
row In the auditorium, Mr Jackson 
cald: "Mayor Curley ought to bo 
•topped from floating bond issues 
above the debt limit of the city. Liet 
Mayor Curley put up the tax rate. 
It's a perfect crime to add now to 
municipal Indebtedness by floating 
Iiew bond issues. The people should 
take their medicine now, not run fur- 
jther into debt." 

I Mr .T.'icksou made a direct plea for 
jiquidation of municipaliticR.

"Here we have a -iS-hour law. a fine 
thing.

I believe 
that we ought to suspend our 48-hour 
law until the neighboring States ac- 
cept a 4S-hour law, because our law 
will drive businesses from this State, 
A suspension of that -IS-hour law 
v,-ould therefore be to the benefit of the 
laboring man.

"The issuing of bonds," said Mr 
Jackson in conclusion, "has got to 
stop. Spending in the past few years 
has been covered up by increased mu- 
nicipal revenues nnd increased valua- 
tions, but the time has come when 
payment must be made."

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Central Artery Needed 

The Chamber's Able Report 



In a very aWo report, the Committee on Hif?hways and 
Rapid Transit of the Boston Chamher of Commerce discusses 
Mayor Curlcy's progressive plan for the development of a central 
artery in the city of Boston. 

I The Committee finds that a necessity exists for the widen- 

'ing of Cross Street from the entrance to the new East Boston 
tunnel to Haymarket Square and for the establishment of a traf- 
fic circle in Haymarket Square with pedestrian underpasses. 

These two developments are a section, but a very important 
one, of the general plan which Mayor Curlcy has outlined with 
fore.sight for the convenience of traffic and for the general im- 
provement of the city of Boston which cannot afford to stand 

Btill. 

With the opening of the East Boston tunnel a new stream 
of auto traffic will pour into the heart of business Boston. It 
can not be absorbed by existing facilities. Accommodation 
must be made for it unless congestion is to be permitted to be- 
come insufferable. 

We want our own people and our visitors who come here to 
trade and vacation to be able to ply their pursuits without dis- 
comfort and inconvenience. 

It has been said that some of this section of downtown Bos- 
ton is over-assessed. That is merely another way of saying that 
property values there have dociinod. 

They have declined because Boston has been buiiding up 
other sections of the city at their expense. But this section of 
the city is bound to improve in value when the new tunnel brings 
to it the thousands of persons who will find this route available 
to them from the north of Boston. 

It can derive its fullest expansion, however, when the de- 
velopment of Cross Street and Haymarket Square enable these 
people to transact their business without the delays and annoy- 
ances induced by congestion.

Vocal noise has always been the 
dominant characteristic of the city 
council, but In years gone by it was an 
effective medium for worth-while ac- 
compllshmenl.-:. Today, because of the 
almost limiUess power vested by the 
citarter in llie mayor, tlie city council 
contributes to the adr.nnistration of 
miintclpal busine.ss as the mayor wills. 

In the oldon days when a city coun- 
dlmnn wielded roal authority, oratory, 
particularly the bran<t popularized by 
IrreconeilablR opponents of any pro- 
posal, wa-s often productive of intended 
results. Today the harangues to which 
the councilmen are forced to listen— if 
they do not de.sert their .seat.s -are as 
effective as the undelivered .speeches 
Which are pu' llshed in tJie Congression- 
al Recf>rd. 

It was not Fo when James M. Curley 
aiid Martin RI. Loma.sney were con- 
spicuous amont; the membership of the 
city go^■ernmenl. They employed hs 
harsh phrases as are now used, they 
called spades properly and they con- 
demned with a vigor as well as a basis 
that brouRlit power. 

The existing city charter endows the 
city councilme'i with the right to 
telk. It give.s them little if any power, 
solely becau.se it U without any jirovi- 
s.ton which vests any degree of veto 
authority over the mayor's decisions.

Becau.se of the privilege of making 
statements which need not be sup- 
ported by proof, councilmen take wide 
libertie.s with the truth as well as with 
officials for whom they harbor a deei^- 
rooted personal or political dislike. 

Somehow the voters api^ear to have a 
liking for a council representative who 
is constantly exploding verbal bla.sf.s 
but who cannot i^ct the correct time 
in the inayor's office or in the majority 
of city departnv.iits. 

The councilman who does not have 
entree to the nia.vor's ofUce Is as im- 
potent at City Hall as a stranger. Be- 
ciuse of it the mayor ordinarily re- 
t .ves co-yperation and support wliich 
are Rrudglngly given to proposals to 
wliich the councilmen are unalterably 
oppo.sed. 

How many orders the city council 
.sends to the mayor for his approval 
ill the coxir;,e of a year depends U]Kin 
the numlier of orator.s in the pei\soiinci. 
They fool the )ieople by calling atten- 
tion to the introduction of orders wliicli 
request the ma>or to grant policemen 
and firemen salaries of $3000 annually, 
give ho.spital employes three limes as 
many daj^s oil as they are receiving, 
make approprintions of millions for 
playgrounds, municipal buildings, bath- 
ing Ix'aches. monuments, memorials 
and what not. 

In days gone by aldermen and coun- 
ei'men, who had the jxiwer of veto, 
made the mayor walk the chalk line. 
Those were times when it was almast 
))oUtical suicide for a mayor to an- 
tagonize a majority of thi- government.

1 osses Mount, Premiums Drop 

Boston apparently had a good rec- 
ord during 1927 to 1029 inclusive, but 
eince that tmie there has been a com- 
plete reversal, according to Mr Cor- 
nish. The communication to the 
Mayor said: 

"Fires in J930 increased in number, 
the loss in dollars and cents almost 
equaling the high figures ot 1923 and 
3926. Tlio e.xperience in 1931 was ap- 
parently no better and the record for 
1932 so far is much in excess of the 
experience for the same period in 1931. 

"While the loss record has been 
mounting, the premium income, due 
to the rate reductions that have been 
put into effect and the general depres- 
sion in business conditions, decreased 
over 8 percent m lO'JO, and judging 
from the data that have been coUectc.l 
up to the present time will show a 
further decrease of 12 percent to X5 
percent in 1931. This combination of 
factors, as you will see, has turned 
an expected undeiwriting profit to an 
actual underwriting loss."

irpnibers of the City Council oame into 
Ihoir reRiilar «ecl<ly session today murli 
disturljcil vvcv tho snow removal woii; 
aiKi the lacli ot opiHii-tuiiity gixen to tlie 
unemployed to earn i'> a day. Councilors 
have certain privileges in putting men at 
work In emergencies and while their re- 
quests were well lionored in various parts 
of the city, the story had lieen generally 
heard that the publii- worl(s department 
would rely mainly on its own forces and 
on the rnen sujiplied to them by the 
■puljlio -welfare department. The result 
was that thousands of men ^vho were 
available for worl< l)elieved that they had 
no chance of obtaining it. 

Members of the Counci! slated that 
sno\v removal lias been distressingly slow 
and that had the i'ublic Works Depart- 
ment the disposition to spend a little 
more money tlie army of tlie unemployed 
would have been well taken care of. Act- 
ins Commissioner Carven of the Pulilie 
"Works Department claims that the entire 
resources ot his own division, tos,ether 
with more than 201,0 public welfare men,: 
have been at work almost continuously 
since Thursday night. Yestorday, for ex- 
ample, 300(1 men and 300 trucks and carts 
were in use. Today, the force is about 
halt aa large. 

With all B\ich efforts si me .1' le lead- 
ing thoroughfares down town am' many 
of the side streets are still piled high 
with snow. Canal street, leading fi'om 
thj North Station, %vas a particularly 
impressl\e e.xample of lack of attention 
thi -, morning. Moreover the theatrical 
people and the hotels have complained 
that whereas it has been the custom to 
loC- out for their interests among the 
first after a snowfall, they apparently 
were among the last to be considered this 
time. Conditions wer> particulaily bad 
in the South I';nd and Hack Bay districts 
and in Copley square snow and slush 
filled the streets early today.

Roosevelt May Still Make FigM 
for Delegates Here

The locrtl politicians, Republicans 
aa ■well as Democrats, talked yester- 
day about nothing but Ex-Gov Alfred 
E. Smith's statement that he would 
accept his party nomination for 
President if the national convention 
gave it to him. Most of them agreed 
that the Massachusetts delegation to 
that convention would be solid for 
Smith, and many were confident he 
would have delegates from other New 
England States as well. 

Indeed, the anti-Smith flght in 
Massachusetts has been abandoned be- 
fore it began except by John H. Backus 
of New Bedford and Boston, who In- 
sists that his Congressional district 
will send Roosevelt delegates to Chi- 
cago, and by Mayor James M. Curley, 
the Roosevelt leader in the State, who 
is viewing the situation as it looks 
from Cuba and doubtless trying to 
decide what he shall do. 



Curley May Check lAst 

One can picture in his mind the 
Mayor ioohing over the list of del-a- 
gates to which the various States arc 
entitled in the peinocratic national 
convention and tryinsr to deteimino 
whether ov not there is a good c'hanco 
Roosevelt may be nominated in spite 
of the candidacy of Smith and the lmi- 
trance of the favgrite sons who will 
enter the convention with the support 
of their own States. If Curley mak^s 
up his mind that Roosevelt is qui;e 
as likely as anvone else to win the 
nominat'ion. the Mayor may decide to 
carry on the fight m Mas.sachuset's 
not so much with the hope of electing 
many Roosevelt delegates as because 
) of tlic advantages which will accru.: to 
Curley if Roosevelt is elected President. 
In other words, unless the Roosevelt 
candidacy is already hopeless, Curloy 
may come to the conclusion that his 
only chance to gain rests on stand- 
ing by Roosevelt. And like most other 
people, in private as well as in putj'.ic 
life, the Mayor considers his own per- 
sonal interests quite as highly as those 
of other people.

Charges Refusal of City Officials to Abide by Step- 
Rate System Attempt to Nullify Law 



I Charging that the action of city offi- I 
clals in refusing: to pay police patrol- 
men under the step-rale system is a | 
harsh and arbitrary ai:tion and an at-! 
tempt tr> nullify the law, Police Com- 
missioner Plugene C. Hultman, through 
his counsel, attorney L-eo Schwartz, 
today filed two petitions in Supreme 
Court against the city and certain o{ 
its ofticials. 

One of the petitions asked for a writ 
of mandamus to compel the payment 
of patrolmen's salaries under the step- 
rate system, while the other sought a 
writ of certiorari to quash the proceed- 
ings of the city i-elative to its refusal 
to honor the reqtiiaitions for payment 
of patrolmen under the step-rate meth- 
od. The certiorari petition also asked 
that the court quash the refusal of 
the city to permit patrolmen to re- 
ceive suras from the city without waiv- 
ing their legal rights. 

Filed at the same time as the two 
petitions of Commissioner Hultman 
was a third petition, that of patrolman 
Thomas E. Barron, attached to Station 
2, one of the men affected by the rul- 
ing of city officials that the $100 an- 
nual increase shall not be given to 
patrolmen this year. 

He asks for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the city to pay him under the ' 
step-rate systeni, and to compel the 
respondents to honor the requisitions 
of Police Commissioner Hultman for 
the pay of patrolmen. 

The resptjndent.s- in the three peti- 
tions are the city. Mayor .lames M.

Admini.-^trativc economy and the Bos- 
t(ni Elevated wcr? blamed yesterday for 
the failure to I'emove from Boston 
.streets the 10-inch snowfall of last 
Thursday night. 

As defence again.st mounting com- 
plaints and sharp critici.sm. Acting 
Conuni.'ssioner of Public Works Chris- 
topher .1. Carven, cited the mayor's 
policy of rigid economy as explanation 
of hLs failure to call on privat€ contrac- 
tors to clear the streets in specified dis- 
trict's and blamed the dangerous condi- 
tion of thoroughfares with street car 
rails on the poor work of the plow crews 
of the Elevated. 

Claims that more than 3000 men have 
wen employed daily since Thursday to 
move the snow piles were countered yes- 
t-erday by complaints of failure to clean 
Cornhill and Province and Brattle 
.sireot.s. only to evoke the explanation 
that parked automobiles have prevented 
the removal of the snow. 

Until yesterday the cost of .snow re- 
moval was $31,000, admittedly a small 
outlay in comparison with the c<xst of I 
similar work wOien the entire city; ex- 
clusive of the residential districts, has 
been cleaned quickly. 

Carven expressed the opinion that the 
city had saved abotit, $70,000 on the 
snowstorm, and yet kept every street 
open. "We dared a $100,000 snow fall 
at a cost of $30,000." he added, "and 
v.hatever inconvenience was suffered by 
some of tJie public was more than off- 
set by the savings to the taxpayers." 

Acting Commissioner Carven attrib- 
uted the obvious delay in clearing 
streets which have heretofore been 
cleaned within 24 to 48 hours, to the 
task of moving the snow a.s well as the 
accumulation of ice upon all streets. 
He also declaied that parked automo- 
Ibiips have formed a .serious otetacle to 
.systematic progrcs.s, an opmion which 
|Wa,s shared by Division Engineer Adolph 
|J. Po.st supervisor of the snow removal 
work. 

Post complained that the Elevated 
had failed to keep its agreement with 
the city. .He .said the road gouged only 
;i narrow ii'>ih for the trolley rail.', in- 
stead of plowing the streets wide as iu 
previous .storms. Elevated officiak. on 
the other liand. denied it had failed in 
any way and pointed out it still is busy 
levelling ruts that the plows could not 
,take care of. 

Private eontractom assigned to spe- 
cific districts arc paid, vhen they are 
called upon to remove snow, a stipu- 
lated price per cubic yard. They awaited 
calls last week, but because of Acting 
Commissioner Carven's application of 
the Curley economy to snow removal, 
ithey waited In vain.

HULTMAN FILES SUIT 
TO FORCE^PAY RAISES 

Police Head's Bill Alleges 
Move to Nullify Law 

Police Commissioner Eugene C. 
Ilultman yesterday carried out his 
threat to bring the controversy over 
the annual JlOO increase of junior 
patrolmen to the courts by fllliig 
through hlB counsel, attorney Leo 
Schwartz, two petitions in the Supreme 
Court charging that the action of city 
ofliclals in refusing to pay the rai.se 
is a harsh and arbitrary action and an 
attempt to nullify the law. The suits 
are brought against the city and cer- 
tain of its officials. 

One of the petitions asl<ed for a 
writ of manilamiiR to compel the pay- 
ment of patrolmen's salaries under the 
.step-rate system, while the otlier 
sought a writ of certiorari to quash 
the proceedings of the city relative to 
its refu.sal to honor the recjuLsitions for 
payment of patrolmen under the step- 
rate method. The certiorari petition 
also aslted that the court quash the 
refusal of the city to permit patrolmen 
to ret:eive sums ifioni the city without 
waiving their legal rights. 

Filed at the .same time as the two 
petitions of Commissioner Hultman 
was a third petition, that of patrol- 
man Thomas E. Barron, attached to 
Station 2. one of the men affected 'oy 
the ruling of city ofliclals that the 
$100 annual increase shall not be 
given. He ask.s for a writ of manda- 
mus to compel the city to pay him 
under tho step-rate system and to 
compel tho respondents to honor the 
requisitions of Police Commissioner 
Hultman for the pay of patrolmen. 

Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man, who had advised Mayor Curley 
that tho city was not obliged to pay 
the increase, said after the police filed 
the suits: 

"I am satisfied to let the courts 
determine the matter. It is un- 
fortunate that the Police Commis- 
sioner won't cooperate with the Mayor 
in elfecting economy that would corns 
from the canceling of salai-y Increases. 
That is the penalty the city must pay 
for placing the control of the Police 
Department in the hands of a State 
officer."

Basing their oonclualon on dovelop- 
menta in New York during tlio past few 
days, the MaKsafh\isett8 Democratic 
leaders who are first for Alfred E. Smith 
are convinced fliat (iovernor Franklin D.

Good Government Ass'n 
Organ Appraises Work j 

The current l»«u* of City Aflalr«, 
official organ of the Good Government 
Aasociatlon, devotes 12 pages to the 
Boston City Government for the year 
1931. In Its appraisal of the year's 
work. City AflFalrs says: 

"In some Instances, largely of minor 
natura, progress was made. When 



one comes to the major problems— the 
real test of ability— the Administra- 
tion's record is a disappointment. 

"In this time of depression the city 
of Boston is face to face with the re- 
alities. What we need at the present 
time are two things; in the first place, 
real executive ability, which can take 
up the departments, reorganize them, 
and put them upon a buslness-lilte 
basis; in the second place, a real grasp 
of municipal finance, which will place 
the city squarely upon a proper flnan- 
cial footing." 

Regarding the tax rate it is charged 
that for at least two years the total 
tax rate In Boston, adjusted on a basis 
of proper comparison, has been the 
highest of all the cities in the United 
States over 500,000 in population. 

The administration Is given credit 
for its care of the poor and "suffering 
has been kept at a minimum." How- 
ever it is charged that foresight was 
lacking in meeting the enormous call 
on the treasury. "In view of the 
splendid generosity of the public in 
the recent drive." remarks Cit> Af- 
fairs, "improvement in welfare '<■<' "in-

Concerning unemployment, the Good 
Government organ says: "The actual 
soli'tion is of necessity beyond the 
power of tlio individual city and must 
be left largely to business and in- 
dustry."

The latest tentative list of candi- 
dates for delegates-at-large from Mas- 
eacliusetts to the coming national con- 
vention of the Democ-ratic party, sug- 
gested as a i>OH.sible "slate" of those 
who will be pledged to vote for Ex- 
Gov Alfred K. Smith, differs IKtlc from 
the one put out earlier. The final list 
■will not be. made up until Senator 
Walsh comes here from Wfishington 
for tne holiday, and even that list will 
be subject to change. 

The list which came out last week 
will certainly be changed. Ex-Mayor 
John F. Fitzgerald said yesterday that 
a place on the ".slate" did not mean 
very much to him; he suggests that 
Dlst Atty William J. Foley, Congress- 
man John W. McCormack, wlio is a 
member of the Committee on Ways 
and Means, and representatives of 
other racial groups, as well as a larger 
number of women, be included. Mr 
Foley's name was on the first list, but 
•was dropped from the second, greatly 
to the displeasure of his friends. 

Ho one knows what Mayor Curley, 
BOW in Cuba, will do about the elec- 
tion of the Ma.ssachusetts delegation. 
The other leaders in the State are dis. 
posed to let him alone. One of the 
stories now in circulation is that. Mr 
Curley's trip to Albany, after which he 
made the statement that Ex-Gov 
Smith shuuld nominate Gov Roosevelt 
in the national convention, wat, to 
gome extent at least, responsible for 
Mr Smith's statement that he would 
accept the I'residcntial nomination. 
The latters friends in Massachusetts 
■were disturbed by what Mayor Curley 
had said and they at once got in touch 
■with the candidate of four years ago. 

The feeling is growing that Gov 
Roosevelt will not tile a list of dele- 
gates here. Almost everybody be- 
lieves he ■would make a poor .shuwing 
and also give offence to those pledged 
ot Mr Smith, but still by no means 
hostile to Gov Roosevelt. If it appears 
in the convention— and many of the 
best-informed jjoliticlans believe it will 
appear— that Ex-Gov Smith cannot be 
nominated. Mr Roosevelt would be 
at a disadvantage if he had previou.sly i 
made a fight against the Massachu- j 
retts delegation. In other words, the j 
present Governor of New York has 
been advised to keep out of Mas^.ichu- 
."ipttn in the primary so that he may 
have a chance of getting support from 



this State after the first few ballots 
in the national convention. 



Frank J. Donahue 

Various reasons have been given for 
the retirement of Frank .7. Donahue 
from the Fall River Finance Commia- 
sioii. It is said he may bo appointed 
to a judicial position. Only a few 
weeks ago Senator Walsh stated in 
public that M ■ Donahue was fully 
ciualihcd to sit on the State Supreme 
Court, but the chances are that the 
latter will not be nominated to suc- 
c:eed Mr Justice Carroll; no one would 
be HUrpri.sed, however, if Gov Ely ap- 
' pointed Mr Donahue to the Superior 
j Bench. 

I But the real reason for Mr Don.i- 
I hue's resignation from the Fall River 
I Board, so the politicians say, is tho 
; desire of the Democratic leaders to 
I have their State organization disasso- 
' ciated from a body so unpopular as 
1 the Fall River Commission. It has 
had a hard and thankless task; it had 
to make serious reductions in the pay 
of city employes of every kind ani'. 
dismif-s many from ofllce. It has few 
friends, but many bitter enemies in 
the municipality where it has oper- 
ated. 

The Democrats realize the fact that 
Fall River is likely to be a "sore 
spot" In the election next Fall. They 
arc confident of reelecting Gov Ely, 
but they have been fearful of wh^Jt 
might happen in Fall River, and per- 
haps in other cities as well, because 
of the acts of the Fall River Commi.s- 
sion. Under the circumstances, it 
seemed wise not to have the chair- 
man of the Democratic State commit- 
tee held responsible for what it has 
been necessary to do in Fall River In 
order to put that city on a sound 
financial basis. There are other in- 
dications that the Democratic lead- 
ers have Fall River especially in mind. 
Mr Donahue can find enough to do 
even If he Is not appointed a judge of 
the Superior Court. His duties as 
chairman of the Democratic State 
committee and as the Massachusetts 
member of (he Democratic national 
committee, in addition to the active 
part he will play in the campaign for 
electing delegates pledged to Alf.-ed 
K. Smith for President, will keep Mr 
Donahue active during the next few 
months. Moreover, he has only re- 
cently recovered from a. serious Ill- 
ness, and his health will rerjuire al- 
tciition for some time. Hia principal 
trouble will be to dodge some of the 
tasks assigned to him rather than to 
look for more work than he already 
has in hand.
